| Washington, April 23.—Congress 

took up the food problem today in 
| public hearings by the senate agricul- 
tural committee at which Secretary 
Houston set forth the administration’s R 
food control program. 

At the same time the federal trade 
commission, directed by President 
Wilson to investigate with the agricul- 
tural department the causes or high 
food pfices, asked all state governors 
to send representatives to Washing- 
ton April 30 for a conference on state 
co-operation in the inquiry. 

Before appearing at the committee 
hearin Secretary Houston put his 
plans Sefere the heads of five of the 
country's big farmers’ orgaizations 
and received assurances of support 
for any measures the government con- 
templates for getting a firmer grasp 
on food production and distribution. 
The farmers’ representatives promised 
even to give their indorsement to leg- 
islation giving the government power 
to fix maximum and minimum prices 
in an emergency. 

As its part in the governments 
Plans, the department of labor an- 
nounced that it has undertaken the 
mobilization of a million boys through- 
out the country as active farm work- 
ers for the summer. An organization 
will be formed to be known as the 
United States Boys’ Working Reserve. 
Its operations will be directed from 
Washington by William Edwin Hall, 
of New York, president of the Boys’ 
Club Federation, called here by Sec- 
retary Wilson for the task.

Chairman Chamberlain, of the senate

@ vote that day or Thursday. He said 
he did not now expect to endeavor to 
use the new cloture rule, both because 
he was not certain he could get the 
two-thirds necessary to invoke it and 
because it might result in more talk 
than would follow in the normal 
course. 

In opening the senate debate, Senator 
Weeks eaid the people demand con- 
acription or would demand it if they 
were correctly informed. 

“When war wae declared with Ger- 
many,” said he, “the president was di 
rected to employ the entire naval and 
military forces of the United States to 
bring it to a successful conclusion, and 
we pledged all the resources of our 
country for that purpose.

When Caruso walked out upon the : y <d 
stage, shortly after the first curtain | 
arose, he was greeted with an out- 
burst of applause. 

At the end of the second scene of 
the third act Caruso and Antonio 
Scotti, who have been coming to At- 
lanta with such regularity and so 
long that they are regarded more or 
‘less of a part of the annual operatic 
institution here, were given a great 
ovation. Applause lasting many min- 
utes brought them before the curtain 
a dozen times. 

Caruso’s singing of “One Furtive 
Tear” in the last act was a great tri- 
umph. While the music of the opera 
was more or less enjoyable throughout 
and was well sung, it was, frankly, 
the “Furtive Tear” aria that every one 
was waiting for, and when the or- 
chestra struck the first strains of tHe 
song and Caruso appeared on the stage 
alone the house sat breathless. The 
applause which followed the solo was 
one of the few long outbursts in the 
middie of an act in this opera, to 
which Atlanta has in past seasons 
been peculiarly addicted. 

Artists Warmly Greeted. 

All the other artists—Maria Bearri- 
entos, Leonora Sparkes and Adamo 
Didur—were also given warm greet- 
ings and expressions of appreciation 
of their work.

Aside from the wheat and potato 
crops there had been no indicated short- 
age of staple foodstuffs, the secretary 
said. The nation needs for its normal 
domestic requirements about 640,000,000 
bushels of wheat a year, he explained, 
including 80,000,000 bushels for seeding 
purposes. That amount, he said, was 
about this year’s crop. Last year the 
nation had a “carry over” of about 
170,000,000 bushels of wheat. From July 

last until March 1 last the amount 
exported was about 130,000,000 bushels. 
With all these facts in mind, the secre- 
tary said it was hard to determine the 
cause for $2.32 wheat. 

Centrol of Prices. 


“Probably,” he said, “there is partly 
an economic justification; partly there 
is apprehension that the low prices paid 

year ago will be paid again. As to 
what extent prices may be controlled, I 
have no facts to base an opinion.” 

Figures were given showing that the 
production of corn, barley, oats, rice, 
milk and butter, eggs and other food 
products this year were greater or at 
least equal to the average for the last 
five years, and that production had in- 
creased.

BITTER FIGHTING 
MARKS STRUGGLE

Armies in France, April 23.—(Via Lon- 
don.)——-The battle of Arras, which had 
been smouldering for a week past, 
burst into flaming fury again today 
and is still raging tonight with some 
of the heaviest fighting of the war in 
progress. ; 

The sky is alight for miles with the 
flashes of gums, with star shells that 
spread a moonlight paleness over the 
battlefield and with vari-colored rock- 
ets, which flash to the opposing 
artillery. The cold east wind carries 
the echoes of the reverberating can- 
nonade far back of the British lines. 

The fighting today covered approxi- 
mately an eight-mile front, from south 
of Vimy ridge to a point well below 
Croisilles. At the north end of the 
attack the British swept over Ger- 
man fixed positions running almost due 
eouth from Lens and captured long 
sections of German positions in front 
of the Hindenburg line and a great 
number of prisoners. 

More than 1,200 prisoners were count- 
ed in this sector late today, and others 
were still coming in. The largest 
number of prisoners was from the 
141st Pomeranians, who surrendered in 
hundreds after very brief resistance. 
A battery of field guns also was taken.

Fine Weather for Battle. 


The. fighting today was under fine 
weather and a northwest wind. The 
latter, however, dried the ground and 
gave the attacking troopsa the best 
going they had enjoyed this year. The 
bombardment of the new German posi- 
tions which had been going on steadily 
for two days increased in intensity 
last night when the skies were light- 
ed by the continuous flashes of guns. 

Airplanes fairly filled the air over 
the battle lines today ane the 
artillery and co-operating with the 
infantry. Yesterday British aviators 
brought down six German observation 
balloons. 

The first phase of the battle of Ar- 
ras, which began Baster Monday, end- 
ed with the British in possession of 
Monchy-le-Preux which, however, re- 
mained a distinct salient until today’s 
fighting was taken uD. 

Monchy, situated on a hill, c¢om- 
mands the country for forty miles 
eastward. During the last ten days 
the Germans delivered at least a score 
of counter attacks against that posi- 
tion, against which they brought an 
ever-increasing gun fire. 

The desperate attempts to recap- 
ture it show how highly Monchy was 
regarded as a key position protecting 
the Drocourt switch line, which has 
not yet been fortified as strongly as 
the Germans would desire. 

Monchy has been one of the blood- 
iest spots the Germans have known, 
and when the British advanced from 
it in the early dawn today they had 
to pick. their way over thousands of 
German dead. It war estimated that 
2,500 Germans were killed in one day’s 
counter attacks, so closely were the 
men massed.

Announcement to this effect was 
made tonight at the treasury depart- 
ment after a day crowded with con- 
ferences between Secretary McAdoo 
and federal reserve board officials and 
American bankers ard bond dealers 
and official representatives of Great 
Britain and France. 

Another development was the an- 
nouncement that the size of the first 
issue of bonds authorized under the 
$7,000,000,000 war finance measure will 
depend largely upon the immediate 
needs of the allies. Reports as to this 
have yet to be received in detail. 

The entire $5,000,000,000 of author- 
ized bonds will not be offered in one 
lump sum, according to present tenta- 
tive plans, but probably will be called 
for in several installments or issues... 
By this course it ig believed. that 
financial disturbances which might re- 
sult were the country called upon to 
absorb the whole issue at once will 
be averted. 


Episcopal Church Fund 
Has Passed $7,500,000, . 
Bishop Lawrence States 


Boston, April 23.—The reserve fund 
of the Episcopal church fund, of which 
$5,000,000 was sought originally, has 
Passed $7,500,000, Bishop William Lanw- 
rence announced tonight. 

The exact use to which the over- 
flow will be placed is uncertain be- 
cause the insurance department of the 
state of New York must pass upon the 
proposition. In time, Bishop Lawrence 
said, the overflow would ko to aged or 
disabled clergy or to the widows and 
orphans of clergymen.

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ENTIRE COMMITTEE 
AGAINST WHIPPLE 


Action of Subcommittee in 
Rejecting the Cordele Man 
Is Unanimously Approved. 
Whipple Resolved to Put 
Senators on Record. 


By Johan Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, April 23.—(Special.)— 
Only the failure of the senate to hold 
an executive session today prevented 
the final rejection by that body of the 
nomination as federal judge of U. V. 
Whipple, of Cordele. 

The senate judiciary committee 
unanimously approved the action of 
the subcommittee, taken at the in- 
stance of Senator Hardwick, in ad- 
versely reporting the nomination. 

If a nomination is not made and 
confirmed before the adjournment of 
congress, it is not believed the presi- 
dent can make a recess appointment, 
as a session of congress has intervened 
sinoe the vacancy occurred. However, 
there is no indication that the presi- 
dent or the attorney general are now 
ready to accept the advice of Senator 
Hardwick and nominate John T. West, 
of Thomson, for the vacancy. 

Little Surprise Manifested. 

Little surprise was manifested among 
the Georgia contingent at the national 
capital when it was announced that 
the subcommittee of the senate judi- 
clary committee had recommended re- 
jection of President Wilson’s appoint- 
ment of Judge U. V. Whipple to succeed 
Judge Lambdin upon the bench of the 
United States district court for the 
southern district of Georgia. 

There was originally much specula- 
tion over the result, because Senator 
Smith had assured Judge Whipple in 
advance of the appointment that in the 
event the president should designate 
him as successor to Judge Lambdin, he 
would ardently support his confirma- 
tion by the senate. 

Judge Whipple has supported Senator 
Smith in all of his campaigns, and has, 
therefore, been regarded as one of the 
strongest south Gergia supporters of 
the senior senator, although he opposed 
Senator Hardwick inthe senatorial pri- 
mary, giving his support to Governor 
Slaton. 

Senator Hardwick has from the first 
stated frankly that there would be no 
difference between him and Senator 
Smith, with reference to the confirma- 
tion or rejection of any appointment 
the president might make to fill the po- 
sition, and was gratified when Senator 
Smith requested Judge Whipple to re- 
lease him from his promise to support 
his confirmation by the senate. 

Whipple Won't Withdraw. 

Persistent efforts have been made to 


induce Judge Whipple to withdraw his 
name for consideration and thereby re- 
lieve the Georgia senators from a posi- 
tion of more or less embarrassment, 
but Judge Whipple has announced his 
determination to place the responsibill- 
ty of his rejection upon the senate. 

His friends declare that the appoint- 
ment was made by President ilson 
after a close personal investigation of 
the Georgia situation; that both Geor- 
gia senators frankly concede the ability 
of Judge Whipple to satisfactorily dis- 
charge the duties of the position, and 
at the same time assert that the ap- 
pointment is not personally offensive 
to them. 

The fight upon the confirmation of 
Judge Whipple is flatly founded on the 
charge that the administration ap- 
pointed Judge Frank Park to this po- 
sition over the protest of both of the 
Georgia senators, and that the subse- 
quent appointment of Judge Whipple 
was made without their advice or con- 
sent, to advertise differences between 
the administration and the Georgia 
senators. 

In his remarks before the subcommit- 
tee, Senator Hardwick openly stated 
that if Judge Whipple had presented 
indorsements from the Georgia sena- 
tors, the administration would have ap- 
pointed some other candidate for the 
position. 

Te Pat Senaters on Record. 

In these circumstances, the friends 
of Judge Whipple take the position 
that the contest involves something 
more than a mere confirmation of an 
appointee, and that Judge Whipple 
owes it to the president and to the 
attorney general to let the attitude of 
the snators become a matter of public 
and permanent record. 

In the meatime, south Georgia con- 
gressmen will present to the depart- 
ment of justice the names of a number 
of distinguished lawyers who have not 
been prominent in.partisan politics, and 
who are fully qualified for the — 
ment, but it is stated that the Georgia 
senators will persist in their objections 
to any other appointee than West, 
Felder or Pottle. 

Senator Hardwick has withdrawn 
his opposition to B. A. Nolan as post- 
master at Senoia, and will permit the 
nomination to be confirmed. It was 
favorably reported by the senate com- 
mittee on postoffices and post roads 
today.

POWERS IN CHARGE. 
OF SUPPLY DEPOT 


No Site Has Yet Been Se- 

lected by Government for 
Housing Immense Supplies 
Needed, He Says. 


Major Robert B. Powers, who has 
been assigned by the war department 
to take command of the general supply 
depot to be established in Atlanta for 
the southeastern division of the Amer- 
ican army, arrived in the city yester- 
day morning, and will today open 
headquarters in the Chamber of Com- 
merce, 

Thirty or more clerks and staff at- 
taches will come to Atlanta, many of 
Headquarters 
have been established in Room 602. 

Immediately upon arrival he notified 
the war department and asked for in- 
structions. He is accompanied by Mrs. 
Powers and is stopping at the Georgian 
Terrace hotel. He came from El Paso, 
where he was second in command of 
the supply department whieh furnished 
subsistence and material for the troops 
along the border and for Pershing’s ex- 
pedition into Mexico. 

Major Powers stated that at present 
no site had been decided upon for the 
location of the immense supply depot. 
The Candler warehouse has been of- 
fered to the government, but whether 
or not it will be accepted has not been 
determined. It is the intention of Ma- 
jor Powers to have the depot in oper- 
ation at the earliest possible date. 

A conference was held Monday aft- 
ernoon at 2 o’clock with Ivan E. Allen, 
president of the chamber of commerce, 
who accompanied Major Powers to the 
Chamber of Commerce building, and 
with whom the depot commander will 
Visit the proposed sites. 

Major Powers is not unknown in 
Georgia. In 1905 he toured the state 
on a trip of inspection which included 
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eve branch of the militia, and for a 
considerable while was present at tar- 
get practice of the Georgia troops at 
the range then located in Waycross, Ga.

PEOPLE AND JUDGESHIP. 


The indignation expressed by the state 
press over the attitude of the Georgia sena- 
tors toward the appointment of Judge Whip- 
ple as United States district judge for the 
southern district of undoubtedly 
voices the sentiment of a great majority of 
the people to be affected by the appoint- 


Georgia, 


ment. 

Judge Frank Park, a distinguished south 
Georgian, who has heretofore graced the 
bench of his circuit, and is now serving in 
the lower house of congress, was recom- 
mended by the department of justice to fill 
the vacancy occasioned by the death of 
Judge Lambdin, but declined the appoint- 
ment tendered by President Wilson when 
he was informed that both of the Georgia 
senators would precipitate a senate fight to 
reject the appointee. | 

It was freely charged that the appoint- 
ment was regarded by the senators as a per- 
sonal and political perquisite to be used in 
discharging the political obligations of par- 
tisan politics, but the charge was met by 
the senior senator from Georgia with the 
statement that he would not object to the 
confirmation of any capable lawyer who was 
not personally offensive to him. 

it appeared that a disagreeable situation 
had been satisfactorily solved when Presi- 
dent Wilson announced the appointment of 
Judge U. V. Whipple, of Cordele, an able and 
popular judge, whose personal and profes- 
sional is beyond question, and 
whose qualifications for the position are 


freely admitted even by those opposing his 


probity 


confirmation. 

Senator Hardwick complained that the 
appointee had not been his political friend, 
and that the appointment was made without 
his approval, and Senator Smith, who had 
previously assured Judge Whipple of his 
support, in the event of his appointment, 
obtained release from his pledge and joined 
his colleague in a determined effort to de- 
feat the president's appointment. 

In the meantime, while this second phase 
of the struggle between the administration 
and the Georgia senators is being waged, 
the people of south Georgia are denied the 
convenience and facilities of a successor to 
Judge Lambdin, and a sentiment is being 

“ created which will probably culminate in a 
movement to clip the wings of senatorial 
courtesy. | 

If the additional judgeship in south Geor- 
gia—created through the efforts of Georgia’s 
senators—is necessary or advisable, the ad- 
ministration’s appointments should not be 
longer obstructed, and if the position is an 
unnecessary sinecure it should be promptly 
abolished and not maintained as a political 
asset at the public expense. 


PROFIT IN FOOD PRODUCTION. 


For forty-nine head of what W. H. White, 
Jr., president of the White Provision com- 
pany, in a communication published ‘else- 
where upon this page, calls “mighty fine 
cattle,” a Georgia farmer the other day re- 
ceived $5,155. As Mr. White puts it, this 
amounted to “considerably over $100 a head, 
or equal to the price of a good farm mule.” 

Doubtless it would be hard to convince 
this farmer that he could have utilized his 
acres to. greater profit than he did in growing 
the feedstuffs which produced this little herd 
of cattle; and it is safe to say that he is not 
going to put any large proportion of his 

- gcreage this year in cotton. 
_ Shortly before the declaration of war with

issued a bulletin warning its customers and 
the public against the shortage of foodstuffs 
in the world and against the boll weevil 
menace to the cotton industry, and exhorting 
the farmers of Georgia to diversify their 
crops—to plant heavily to food crops and 
grow livestock. In the course of its argu- 
ment the bulletin laid down an altogether 
safe rule for farmers, and which can be 
followed with certain profit, when it said: 


We earnestly urge that every farmer 
estimate the food supplies he will need 
for himself and his live stock, and then 
plant a little more than he needs, for 
emergencies, and some to sell. 


If every southern farmer will this year 
follow that advice we shall have nothing to 
fear so long as that practice maintains. 

In closing his appeal to the public, Mr. 
White, in the bulletin in question, said: 


Let the year 1917 be the beginning of 
a united movement among the people of 
Georgia to produce at home, to encourage 
home industries by buying at home where 
it is practical to do so, and to build up a 
spirit of thrift, which, after all, is the 
best plan of preparedness. 


The wise farmer never needs worry about 
a market for the things his land produces. 
He plants corn, forage crops, velvet beans, 
potatoes, etc., and his live stock affords him 
a ready market for every pound of surplus 
after his own table is provided for. Then, 
what he can do with his live stock is indi- 
cated by the little business transaction re- 
ported by Mr. White.

The following is the story of “Il Trova- 
tore,” Verdi’s melodious opera, which will 
be sung at the Auditorium-Armory by the 
Metropolitan Opera company Tuesday after- 
noon: 

The old Count di Luna, now deceased, 
had two sons, not much apart in age. One 
night, while they were both yet in their in- 
fancy and under the care of a nurse, 
an old Gypsy-woman—a tribe which, at 
that dark age, was universally believed 
to be closely allied to evil spirits, and pos- 
sessing great magic powers—was discovered 
by the servants near the cradle of the young- 
est of the two children, to whose chamber 
she had stealthily gained access, while the 
nurse was asleep. The Gypsy was quickly 
and violently expelled from the castle, but 
from that day the child's health began to 
fail. No remedies proving of avail, the old 
Gipsy was suspected of having bewitched 
the child. Search was instituted, the wom- 
man taken prisoner, and, agreeably to the 
barbagpus modes of punishment of the times, 
burned alive. A daughter of the Gypsy, with 
her child in her arms, witnessed the execu- 
tion. To her the unhappy victim of super- 
stition bequeathed the task of vengeance. 
During the night following the young Gypsy 
managed to steal the youngest child of the 
count from the castle. She hurried with it 
to the stake, where the flames were still 
raging over the remains of her ill-fated 
mother. Arrived there, and almost out of 
her senses by the vivid recollection of the 
horrible scene she had just witnessed, she, 
by a fatal mistake, hurled her own child into 
the flames instead of the young count. She 
discovered her error too late. But still she 
was not to be baffled in her dark designs. 
She fled, taking the child with her, joined 
her tribe, and brought him up—Manrico, the 
troubadour—as her own son, trusting the se- 
cret of his parentage to no one, and waiting 
for a favorable moment to make him the tool 
of her vengeance against his own kindred. 

In the meanwhile the old count died, leav- 
ing the oldest son sole heir of his title and 
possessions, but doubting, up to his last mo- 
ment, the death of his last born, although a 
heap of infant’s bones, found among the 
ashes around the stake, seemed to be proof 
conclusive. 

After this preliminary knowledge we now 
come to the actual business of the piece. 

Manrico, grown up a valiant and daring 
knight, well skilled in arms, and of high mind 
and bearing, entered the contest at a tour- 
ney disguised, won all the honors, and was 
crowned victor by the hands of the Duchess 
Leonora, lady attendant on the queen. From 
this moment dated a passionate love, shared 
by both. The troubadour made his feelings 
known by nightly serenades performed be- 
low the window of the duchess 

Unhappily, the Count di Luna (brother to 
Manrico, although this was unknown to both 
of them) was also smitten with a deep pas- 
sion for the duchess. One night, while the 
count was lingering in the gardens attached 
to the royal palaces, he suddenly heard the 
voice of the troubadour in a thicket close by. 
Presently a door in the palace buildings 
opened, the duchess stole out, and, mistak- 
ing the count for his sweet-voiced rival, she 
hastened towards him. Manrico stepping out 
from the foliage, she saw her mistake and 
sought his protection. Hard words passed 
between the two rivals. The troubadour un- 
masked himself, revealing to his antagonist 


the features of one whose life had been for- 
feited to the laws by seme act of violence 
against the existing government. The two 
knights retired with drawn swords to a 
more secluded spot, leaving the duchess in- 
sensible on the ground. 

The duel—this we learn from a conversa- 
tion between Azgucena and her supposed son, 
at the beginning of the second act—dquickly 
terminated in favor of the troubadour. The 
latter had already lifted his sword, to pierce 
the heart of his adversary, when he felt the 
influence of some secret power suspending 
his intended motion. A voice from heaven 
seemed to say to him, “Spare thy foe.”’. Man- 
rico, obeying reluctantly, retired. Joining 
the army, opposing his country’s forces, he 
was left for dead on the battlefeld of Pelil- 
la. His mother sought him out by night in- 
tending to give him fit burial She discov- 
ered that life was not yet extinct, and had 
him removed to one of the mountain resorts 
of her tribe, and there restored him to health. 
Thus we find him at the beginning of the 
second act, yet feeble and suffering. 

His prince, having heard of Manrico’s be- 
ing alive, dispatched a messenger to his re- 
treat, bidding him to repair to the fortress 
of Castellar and to defend it against the 
forces of the Count di Luna. At the same 
time he communicated to him that the duchess 
Leonora, ‘believing in the current reports of 
his death, was about to take the veil that 
very evening, at a convent in the neighbor- 
hood of Castellar. Upon receipt of this mes- 
sage, Manrico at once departed, and arrived 
at the convent just in time to rescue Leonora, 
who was about to be carried off forcibly by 
the Count di Luna and his followers. The 
Troubadour conducted the duchess to Castel- 
lar, which place was immediately enclosed 
and besieged by the Count di Luna’s troops. 

Azucena, following Manrico (to whom she 
had become unconsciously attached) to Cas- 
tellar, had ventured too far in the lines of the 
enemy, was taken prisoner and was led be- 
fore the count, charged with being a spy. 
Here it happened that an old servant of the 
house of di Luna, Ferrendo, recognized her 
features. The Gypsy, frightened and con- 
founded by this unexpected discovery, called 
for her son, Manrico, to protect her. This 
only added to the count’s wrath, who gave 
orders to have her burned immediately in 
face of the castle. 

The troubadour, in the meanwhile, 
making preparations to celebrate his union 
with Leonora on the morrow, when he was 
informed by the sentinel that a Ggypsy wom- 
an was about to be burned alive in front of 
the enemy's camp. Quickly recognizing the 
form of his mother, he gathered a squad of 
his troops around him and sallied out to 
rescue his ill-fated mother. But fortune was 
against him; his forces were repulsed and 
himself taken. 

The Count di Luna, after storming the 
fortress of Castellar on the day following 
—but without finding a trace of Leonora— 
took his prisoners to the capital of the 
province. Here, on the eve of the day 
fixed for the execution of son and mother, 
Leonora suddenly appeared before the count, 
offering him her hand in exchange for the 
life of Manrico. The count consents, and 
Leonora is admitted into the dungeon to re- 
store Manrico to liberty. Before she enters, 
however, she takes poison, which she carried 
concealed in a ring on her finger. Manrico 
refuses to accept of this liberty, accusing 
the duchess of basely betraying his affec- 
tions. During this delay the poison begins 
to take its effect. Manrico discovers the 
extent of her sacrifice too late. The count 
enters, understands at a glance what: has 
happened, and orders Manrico to be be- 
headed immediately. ‘While his order is be- 
ing obeyed, he rouses the Gypsy from the 
stupor in which she had been lying mo- 
tionless, in a corner of the dungeon. He 
drags her to the window, showing her the 
executioner for her supposed son. Then the 
gypsy triumphantly divulges her _ secret. 
‘“Manrico is thy brother’ exclaimed she to 
the horror-stricken count, and with a ‘ Moth- 
er! Thou art avenged,” she falls lifeless.

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Broadstairs, Favorite Spot 
Of Dickens, Has Been Bombed 
By Airplanes and Zeppelins 


“Bombarded by airplanes and Zeppelins 
and shelled by destroyers, the English sea- 
side resort of Broadstairs must feel that it 
is losing the destinction which it has always 
claimed for quietude and reserve; and that 
it is experiencing a sort of geographic or 
historical atavism—for as early as 853 there 
took place a bloody battle between the 
Danes and the Saxons in which the invaders 
were successful. This repetition of history, 
however, does not extend to the recent bom- 
bardment of the place by the German forces, 
which was barren of military results,” be- 
gins a bulletin just issued by the National 
Geographic society. It goes on to describe 
this pleasure resort as follows: 

“Situated on the southeast coast of Eng- 
land, along the chalk cliffs of the channel 
and about eighty miles from London, Broad- 
stairs has long been a favorite watering- 
place in both summer and winter. Its name 
is supposedly drawn from the manner. in 
which its roadways to the sea have been con- 
structed, they being a series of ramyps cut 
into the precipitous cliffs, while the town 
itself crowns the headlands and sweeps in a 
semicircle of villas along the edge of the

Government Regulation 
Of Food Prices Urged 


Editor Constitution: Your excellent and 
timely editorials on the need of food crops 
in the south have received other than sec- 
tional notice. Knowing your interest, there- 
fore, in the above, there is one other fea- 
ture which naturally arises—conservation of 
our yields and prevention of exploitation, 
cornering, speculation and wastefulness. 

The first of these is very apparent at the 
present moment. The market for staple food 
products is feverish and rising. Buyers are 
not altogether wise in their purchases and 
ignorance of what is on hand and where it 
is causes a great deal. of uncertainty, ena- 
bMing the shrewd ones to have their inning at 
the expense of the innocent, and causing a 
shortage where better distribution would 
greatly relieve. In order that the interests 
of the whole country may be best preserved, 
there is need of both food control and a gell- 
Secretary. Houston 
has already suggested it to congress. The 
main features need to be brought to the at- 
tention of the public. ‘The great struggle 


in which we as a nation are engaged is an. 


economic as well as a military awakening. 

The adoption of measures now looking 
toward food regulation and distribution and 
the setting of maximum prices for farm prod- 
uctsy would greatly relieve what is rapidly 
developing to be a most difficult and trying 
Situation. The crops are just being Planted; 
the harvest is yet to come. A national food 
controller with his necessary state assistants 
is imperative. 

The further question of maximum i 
Should likewise-be settled by the same oF 
Similar commission. We have all the prec- 
edents we need to take immediate action. 
England has tried it and is now using it. We 
must come to it sooner or later. Why delay 
its consideration? It is a great national need 
and requires the nation’s best minds to direct

Mrs. Julian James. of Washington city, 
has recently deposited in ‘the United States 
national museum the collection of Colonel 
Theodorus Bailey Myers, a noted connoisseur 
of New York, which has come down through 
inheritance and been added to by his son, 
the late Lieutenant Commander T:.

of Oriental weapons, consisting of Japanese 


armor, bows, swords, spears, pistols and 
guns: Chinese swords and spears of superb 
metal-work; wonderful ancient Hindoo 
armor, inlaid with gold and silver, and many 
implements of warfare from India; Turkish 
and North African weapons and domestic im- 
plements; and many similar objects from 
Korea and the East Indies.

Extensive Collection of Firearms, 


Especially attractive to those interested 
in the history of the development of ord- 
nance is the extensive collection of firearms, 
which contains duelling pistols, . sporting 
guns, models of cannon, and orner examples 
of obsolete weapons which Commander 
Myers-Mason gathered during his lifetime. 


In the collection are included many fine — 


specimens of blue and polychrome Delft 
plates, as well as extremely valuable é¢xam- 
pi¢s of Spanish blue and Hispano-Moresque 
copper-luster ware of‘an early date, brought 
together by Colonel T. B. Myers. 

The trousseau of an Equadorian Indian 
bride is conspicuous among the ethnological 
collections. It is made Up of bracelets,

The art obiects are on exhibition in the 
west hall of the older Museum building, and 
form an important beginning for the collec- 
tion of Oriental art soon to be plaéed there.

By Havelock Ellis

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One of the most thoughtful books on 
the war, so far published, is Havelock 
Ellis’ “Essays in War Time.” As to the 
effect of the struggle on women’s work 
he comes to these conclusions: 

“The great war, which has changed so 
many things, has nowhere effected a 
greater change than in the sphere of 
women’s activities. In all the belliger- 
ent countries women have been called 
upon to undertake work which they 
had never been offered before. Europe 
has thus become a great experimental 
laboratory for testing the aptitudes of 
women. The results of these tests, as 
they are slowly realized, cannot fail 
to have permanent effects. . .. We 
are prone to believe that the particular 
status of the sexes that prevails among 
ourselves corresponds to a universal and 
unchangeable order of things. In real- 
ity this is far from being the case. 

“It may indeed be truly said that 
there is no kind of social position, no 
sort of vocation, public or domestic, 
among ourselves exclusively appertain- 
ing to one sex, which has not at some 
time or in some part of the world be- 
longed to the opposite sex, and with 
the most excellent results. We regard 
it as alone right and proper for a man 
to take the initiative in courtship, yet 
among the Papuans of New Guinea a 
man would think it indecorous and ri- 
diculous to court a girl; it was the girl’s 
privilege to take the initiative in this 
matter, and she exercised it with deli- 
cacy and skill and the best moral re- 
sults. . There is, again, no imple- 
ment which we regard as 8s» peculiarly 
and exclusively feminine as the needle. 
Yet in some parts of Africa a woman 
never touches a needle; that is man’s 
work, and a wife who can show a neg- 
lected rent in her petticoat is even con- 
sidered to have a fair claim for a di- 
vorce. 

“Innumerable similar examples appear 
when we consider the human species in 
time and space. It is not necessary to 
zo outside the white European race to 
find evidences of the reality of this 
historical factor of the question before |: 
us. Various survivals which are en- 
shrined in the To and legends of 
classic antiquity show us the most an- 
cient deities as goddesses.

Smallest Volume of Trad- 
ing in Weeks Is Accom-. 
panied by Lowering of 
Prices—Market Closes Un- 
settled.

Chicago, April 23.—Restriction of 
wheat trading to the smallest volume 
in weeks was aceompanied today by 
a decided lowering of prices, but there 
something of a rally afterward 
owing to a notable falling off in the 
United States visible supply total. The 
market closed unsettled at $2.32 to 
$2.32% for May and $1.97% to $1.98% 
for July, with the finish as a whole 
ranging from l%c decline to 13 Ye @ ad- 
vance as compared with Saturday’s 
latest figures. Corn closed % to 1%c 
down and oats off % to %%c. In pro- 
visions the outcome varied from 2%c 
loss to a rise of 17c. 

Scarcity of buying orders was espe- 
cially evident at the outset in the 
wheat pit. One reason assigned was 
that urgent domestic household demand 
for flour was said to have flattened out, 
and that European call for wheat was 
likely to be directed in the main at 
present to the Canadian stock, owing 
to the ‘fact that grain carriers had al- 
ready begun to move on the Great 
Lakes. Reports of improved crop pros- 
pects in the southwest tended further 
to handicap the bull side of the mar- 
ket, and so, too, did current estimates 
of a probable ten per cent increase of 
seeded acreage in Canadian this sea- 
son, as compared with 1916. Besides 
heavy margins asked from speculative 
operators continued to act a's a curb 
to unduly impatlatve rushes to purchase 
on seemingly ill-considered grounds. 

Admission that the wheat market 
had become temporarily somewhat 
oversold was general -in the last half 
of the day, when the extent of the 
decrease in the visible supply was ap- 
parent. The shrinkage amounted to 
nearly 4,000,000 bushels, and brought 
the total down to more than 20,000,000 
bushels under the total at the corre- 
sponding time last year. 

Corn like wheat sagged from lack 
of aggressive demand. A recovery in 
part took place later, influenced, as in 
the case of wheat, by a falling off in 
the visible supply figures. 

Oats had no _ independent 
Trade was light. 

Heaviness of the hog and grain mar- 
kets weakened provisions, but an ac- 
tive buying movement as to lard led 
afterward to a moderate upturn.
